FOR LONG GUANG HUANG 


On May 1lst of this year，56-year-old Long Guang Huang was 
walking quietly down a Boston street in the middle of the day 


when his life suddenly turned upside down， 


A tall，heavy man 


dressed in plain clothes jumped out of an unmarked car， 8rabbed 
Mr. Huang，held him against a wall and began punching him in 


theaface， 


Huang spent ten days in the hospital and missed two months of 


work while recovering from the beating. 


But，literally adding 


insult to _ injury，the Boston Police Department charged him with 
Soliciting a prostitute and assaulting an offlicer. 

The incident was witnessed by many people who were willing to 
come forward.，Also, it was well known that Huang had left China 
only last year and could speak no English. Still，the whole legal 


farce took almost four months t0 play out. 
Huang was cleared of all charges. 


FEinally，last Frlday， 
Eor the first time，all the heat 


is now on the arresting officer who mistook Huang's identity -- 
plainclothes detective Francis Kelly. 

Some observers might cite this case as an example Of how justice 
eventually prevails under the American legal system， But thils 1s 


far from the truth. 


In fact，it was only due to the well-organized 


efforts of Boston's Asian community that the _ real lawbreaker 1n 
the case -- Officer Kelly -- was brought into the Spotlight. 

Almost immediately after Huang's arrest, a Commlttee to Support 
Long Guang Huang was formed.，The committee ralised thousands 
of doliars for Huang'Ss legal defense，organized demonstrations， 
printed biweekly progress reports of the case in English and 
Chinese，pressured the police department into holding an open 
hearing on misconduct charges against Kelly, and mobilized dozens 
of Huang"s SuUpporters to attend the hearing. 

The enormous effort paid off，and Huang is now free to return 


to his normal life as a worker,， husband and father. 


But the main 


lesson of his case Should not be forgotten -- that only in unity can 
the Asian community be assured of getting the full rights which 


the 1aw provides.

SAN FRANCISCO - At its 
20th convention 0f delegates，the

Cheng Sing-Ssiong，head of the 
Overseas Section of the KMT 
Party in Taiwan.

SAN .FRANCISCO - The R. 
Dakin Company of South SF， 
one of the nation'"s 1largest 
stuffed toy manufacturers， 
presented a check for $6000 to 
SFE'S Chinese American Inter- 
national School on August 26. 
The donation will go toward 
Scholarships for underprivileged 
children. 

The school，founded in Sep- 
tember 1981，has about 35 pupils 
from preschool through fourth 
8rade._ ITIhe pupils include 
ASsians， Hispanics， Caucasians 
and blacks. -Tuition is $3000 per 
academic year for preschool and 
Kindergarten，$3400 for higher 
grades: Many pupils have 
partial Scholarships. 

The School is located at 220 
Buchanan 9%t.，in the Same 
building as the older，1larger 
French American International 
School，The two Schools have a 
combined English program. 
Pupils in the lower grades are 
immersed in Mandarin Chinese. 
From grade two and beyond， 
they interact daily in both 
Mandarin and English. One 
grade is added to the school 
each year，with the goal of 
attaining a bilingual .program 
through the 12th grade.

SAN FRANCISCO - About 60 
people on August 24 attended 
SIX Companies” first public 
meeting on its Chinatown plan 
(E/W 7/31/85). 

Some of the speakers spoke in 
favor of the plan，but one critic， 
George Woo，chair of the Asian 
American Studies at SE State 
University，Ssaid that，although 
the plan claimed to encourage 
more housing for Chinatown， 
there were no Sbecific incentives 
to Stimulate developers into 
building more housing，much less 
affordable housing for 
low-income residents. 

There 1s a provision for a 25 
percent density bonus to projects 
with at least 25 percent of the 
units reserved for low-income 
tenants，Said Woo. He wondered， 
why a developer would accept 
the bonus knowing that these 
unlits were not profitable. 

Fay Woo，representing the 
Chinese Progressive _ Association， 
also questioned the lack of 
Specific provisions to insure the 
increase Of affordable housing 
for low-income working people 
currently living in Chinatown. 
She demanded the inclusion of 
inptuts from all groups within 
the community before any plan 
can take effect.

Asians Being Phased Out 
Of Construction Scene? 


By EUNICE CHEN 


SAN FRANCISCO - SF Asians 
have gradually faded out of the 
construction workforce although 
Asians blayed a major part in 
California”s railroad and housing 
construction history，said Eric 
Jue of Chinese for Affirmative 
Action (CAA). 

Jue，who is in charge Of CAA'S 
construction advocacy project， 
cited the 1982 census which 
Showed that Asian Americans 
comprised less than S$ percent of 
the SF construction workforce 
when the city"s Asian American 
population was 22 percent. 

Since its inception in JanUuary 
1980，the project has Served 
1,200 clients，and placed more 


than 40 people per year into 
construction or related jobs 
around the Bay Area， Said 


Jue. 


WORKEORCE 


A source in the Human Rights 
Commission (HRC) said 8.4 
percent of Asian/Pacific Is- 
landers were in the SF con- 
struction workforce，according 
to the latest census published in 
early 1984 when the city's Asian 
American population was abonut 
23 percent. 

Both of the above figures stem 
from construction projects 
monitored by HRC and funded 
by the city. 

According to Pius Lee，realtor 
and former commaissioner of the 
California Industrial Welfare 
Commission， there are .SOme 
Chinese construction workers 


- hired by small private companies 


who are not included in these 


-percentagecs. 


"However，comparing to ouUTr 
forefathers，there are much less 
construction workers now than 
there were before,"” he Said. 


RACISM 


Jue believes _ that ， the low 


figures for Asians in this trade

The smaller size Of Asians，let 
alone female Asians， often 
causes underestimations of their 
actual Strength and competence， 
said Jue. He told E/W about an 
ASsian man who was referred to 
a construction firm by his 
project was nearly rejected 
before 3a Superintendent agreed 
to try him out. 

"He was Small and thin，but 
appeared to _ be sharp,”said Jue，. 
"During the try-out period，he 
Shocked the whole company by 
carrying Iaterials one bag at 3 
time at 3a Speed that would 
eventually beat those who carry 
two at a time. 

"He turned out to be one of the 
best workers in that company,” 
Said Jue， 


OPEN-MINDED 


"Unfortunately, this is the only 
Superintendent I have ever Imef 
who was So0 open-minded,” he 
added. 

In another case，Jue failed to 
place an ASian woman who was 
not Small by Asian standards. 
She was turned down because 
She did not "1ook Strong enough,” 
although She had already gone 
through most of the apprentice 
programs. 

Language Skill is another 
obstacle for new immigrants 
entering construction，Ssaid Jue. 
The construction advocacy 
project requires that an ap- 
plicant's English must be level 
400 or above in order for CAA 
to properly assist him or her. 


LANCGCUAGE 


Jue explained that，although 
most of CAA staffs are bi- 
lingual，applicants must have 
English Skills to Serve their

Law was not only the star，biit 
also_ the mastermind of Self- 
Help?"s Successful benefit 
opera performances at the 
Pagoda Palace Theatre 1ast 
March. 

"My blggest 80a1 was to Set 
myself as an example,”said Law. 
"If an elderly singer like myself 
could do it，then anyone could 
do it Maybe the other Sin8gers 
will follow in my steps to help 
community Organizations.” 

Despite her description of 
herself as an ”elderly woman，” 
Law，who 1Ss 57，1looks ten years 
younger. She seemed content 
and totally at ease when East/ 
West interviewed her recently. 

Law began her opera training 
when she was about ten years 
old.， She became a movie actress 
imaswhezglatensteemsasandJwas 
extremely popular in the late 530s 
and early 60s. She officially 
retired from filmmaking when 
Cantonese cinema was at a low 
ebb in the mid-60Ss. When asked 
about the number of films that 
She Starred in，Law shrugged 
and said，"I don't recall， Most 
of them are So bad, I won't want 
to _ remember them anyway.”

Most of the films were made in 
a rush. "Tt wasn'"t unusual that 
they were made in three and 3 
half days,"” Law explained. 
This unprofessional attitude

Between 1958 and 1962，her 
busiest period，Law made about 
90 movies.， Many of them were 
opera films， "which was the 
easiest to make.” The whole 
Score was recorded before 
filming，and most takes ran 
around 1,000 feet. Normally a 
feature was made with a little 
over 10,000 feet of film. 

She also starred in many Sword 
fighting movies，playing 0p- 
posite popular actors Chow 
Dawha and Lam Gao. "It took 
foreyecetokiITOEEeYecTE3 
extra”Law said jokingly. "?I 
was bored -- it was flighting all 
day long.” Though the stars 
were _ required to play in the 
Sword fighting Sequences，body 
doubles were used for the more 
dangerous Scenes. 

Law's favorites among her Own 
films include the popular "Ten 
Brothers”a warm and comical 
folktale，and ”Yang Nalwu and 
Xiao Baicai,”based on a true 
story about a woman wrongly 
accused of murdering her hus- 
band.
